Pursuant to the Office Action dated March 27, 2007, Applicants herewith file a 
corrected Information Disclosure Statement that replaces the Information Disclosure Statements 
filed on 10/3/2002, 12/19/2005, 2/17/2006, 3/13/2006, and 4/17/2006. In response to the 
Examiner's assertion that the Information Disclosure Statements filed on 10/3/2003 and 
12/19/2005 did not comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(b)(5) because each publication listed in the 
Information Disclosure Statements is not identified by publisher, author (if any), title, relevant 
pages of the publication, date, and place of publication and the other issues the Examiner raised 
regarding the Information Disclosure Statements, Applicants carefully reviewed all five 
previously filed Information Disclosure Statements. In this review, Applicants determined the 
following: 
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1 . Several publication citations failed to include the relevant page numbers and/or the 
date. 

2. Citation 20 on sheet 2 of the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 10/3/2003 is 
a United States patent document, not non-patent literature. 

3. The Information Disclosure Statements included duplicate citations in both the cited 
patents and the cited publications. 

4. The number of the foreign patent document cited on line 2 of the Foreign Patent 
Documents section on sheet 3 of the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
12/19/2005 contained a typographical error and thus cited a foreign patent document, 
EP 0 904 055, that is completely irrelevant to Applicants' invention. 

The attached PTO/SB/08 corrects the noted errors. No new references are cited. 

Applicants have verified that copies of all of the cited foreign patent documents and the 
cited publications were provided to the Examiner with the previously filed Information 
Disclosure Statements. Accordingly, Applicants are not submitting new copies of these 
documents. 

Applicants respectfully request that the information in the corrected IDS be expressly 
considered during the examination of this application, and that the references be made of record 
therein and appear among the "References Cited" on any patent to issue therefrom.
